You are farther deſired to let them know, That the riſing Semicircle of the T heater is re- 
ſerved for Doctors and Noble Men, and that the Encloſure within the Rail , is the place of 
Inceptors 1n Arts. The Gallery beyond the Doctors in the Circular part of the Theater, will be 
the place of Maſters. The ſide Gallery Weſtward is reſerved for the Cambridge men : That 
Eaſtward for Strangers. The Galleries in the Frqnt for Ladies and Gentlewomen. The Upper 
Gallery above the Maſters 1s appointed for Gentlemen-Commoners and Batchelors. Thoſe 
above the Cambridge men and Strangers , for Under-graduate Scholars of houks, and Com- 
moners. That above the Ladies for performances of Muſick. The Area for Battelers, Servitors, 
and Perſons of promiſcuous Quality. - 

For preſerving of Order , there are beſides the Curators of the Theater , appointed ſeveral 
Proctors of it ; who according to the Statute made in that behalf, are to take care the Publick 
Peace be kept undiſturbed ; and that all perſons be placed in their aforeſaid Stations, for whoſe 
aſsiſtance there are aſsigned ſeveral Officers and- Door-keepers , to be ſubſervient to them, and 
execute their Commands. 

It is ſtrictly required , that during the time of the Act, all Perſons do appear in their Gowns 
and Caps: and particularly , All Under-graduates , and Batchelors of Arts , comport themſelves 
with that ſobriety and Modeſty , as may tend to the Reputation and honor of the Univerſity, 
upon pain of being entred intothe black Book, and otherwiſe proceeded againſt as the exigence 
of their faults ſhall require. "FW 
Withall it is required , that no perſon belowthe Condition of a Gentleman or Fellow-Com- 
moner , ſhall preſume to wear a Silk Cap ; or pretend to a place beyond that which really belongs 


to him. 


And laſtly it is Ordered, That no Scholar reſident in the Univerſity , of what Condition 
ſoever, ſhall be admitted upon any pretence into the T heater, who is not in his Gown and Cap.
